Rail Rules Hearings Take 
it 
Slow Train to Settlement

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — The 15-member presidential com­ 
mission to study the long-standing ' work rules " dispute be­ 
tween railroad management and the five operating brother­ 
hoods—engineers, firemen, conductors, trainmen and switch­ 
men—has now shifted to heai mg labor's side of the case after 
four months of hearing employers. 
It will take till mid-October for the rad unions to present 
their own case and rebut management arguments. It will take 
until the end of the year for the study group to make its report. 


FORMER SECRETARY OF LABOR James P. Mitchell started 
out as chairman of the commission. When he resigned in 
March to run for governor in New Jersey. President Kennedy 
named former Federal Judge Simon 11 Ritkind as chairman. 
The five management members will probably vote one way. 
The five labor members will vote the other. 
The five public 
members- two professional labor arbitrators, two college pro­ 
fessors and Judge Ritkind— are likely to split 
Whatever report the commission files after its year s work 
will then be submitted to rail management and labor for col­ 
lective bargaining. 


THE ORIGINAL IDEA was that the Presidential Study Com­ 
mission would be just that. It would study facts which have 
long been known and trv to bring in an independent solution. 
But when the railroads brought in their heavy legal counsel 
for extended hearings and the brotherhoods felt obligated to 
reply in kind, study was doomed. 


MANAGEMENT proposes six major work rules changes 
• Permit longer runs on faster trains for one day s pay 
• Eliminate rules which require crew changes at existing 
crew change poinls. 
• Wipe out rules that divide work between road crews and 
yard crews. 
• Let management decide when to eliminate firemen on 
diesel locomotives. 
• Allow management to determine the number of crew’ 
members required. 
• End rules requiring idle stand-by operating employes. 


SPOKESMEN for the operating brotherhoods make 
five 
counterproposals for modernizing railway labor conditions. 
• Pa? night crews more than day crews. 
• Provide for paid holidays. 
• Pay overtime for crewmen who work a seven-day week. 
• Pay crewmen for their “away from home“ living expenses. 
• Continue the requirement for firemen on diesels. 
And thev oppose paying the average $20 a day for 100-mfle 
runs if runs are extended to 150 or 100 miles on faster trains. 
Hail management accuses its labor of hanging on to “feather« 
bed'' practices. Rail labor replies that its productivity has in­ 
creased more and that the labor costs on railroads have in­ 
creased less than in other U S. industries. I^abor charges that 
half its 200.000 layoffs are due to rail automation.

There are those in government and in academic life who 
would like to make it a highly controversial issue. It it is com 
troversiftl, then it is so only in the sense that the tree enter­ 
prise system of free choice in the market place is controver- 


* Its attackers are articulate, well-educated, influential and 
as we all know, no defense ever has the appeal of an attack. 
Moreover, too often the defense of advertising has overlooked 
basic facts in an attempt to meet polemic with polemic. Abus­ 
es of advertising there are. But as those who are guilty <H 
them commit their sins in public, for all to see, sooner or 
later they’ll be caught. 
, 
i i „ 
It is just plain poor economics and a lack ot basic know ledge 
of what makes our business system work to treat advertising 
as some monster created by slick hucksters for a fast buck. 
If there were no advertising, it would have to be invented . . . 
to serve a major need in our consumer economy. 
America’s great image in modem civilization is a land 
where its industry has been able to provide a standard of 
living far beyond anything ever before imagined by a people. 
But there is something of a myth attached to that ijJWf- 
It is the myth that our productive ability .with Henry Ford s 
assembly line as it’s symbol, almost alone gave us all the my­ 
riad of choices of goods and sendees so readily available to 
American families. Mass production? Yes 
But the U. S. devised something more than a Detroit as­ 
sembly line. Right along with it, the nation’s business enter­ 
prise fashioned a system of mass distribution, too. It has 
been taken for granted as a factor too long. 
Mass distribution, U. S. style, consists of many facets— 
rapid transportation, refrigeration, a competitive marketplace 
encouraged by law, and highly flexible and widespread selling 
institutions such as the food. variety and general merchan­ 
dise chains . . . but the most powerful dynamic force is ad­ 
vertising. 
, 
. 
Whatever its form, in newspapers, magazines, television, 
radio, direct mail or a well-designed package on a supermark­ 
et shelf, advertising is vital to maintaining mass distribution, 
which in turn supports mass production. 
Advertising’s basic function in the distributive role is to 
inform the public about the availability— what, where, how 
much—o f goods and services. As David M. Potter, educator 
and author of “People of Pletny”, puts it: “The only institu­ 
tion which we have for instilling new needs, for training peo­ 
ple to act as consumers, for altering men’s values, and thus 
for hastening their adjustment to potential abundance, is ad­ 
vertising.” 
How valuable is that function measured in the hard school 
of business economics? Much of the argument, the doubts, 
that swirl around advertising stem from the inability to as­ 
sign dollar values to its effectiveness, as we can the worth of 
a machine or a laborer. 
Partly that goes hack to statistical anachronism. It isn’t 
only the self-appointed critics who are to blame* Too many 
businessmen and economists treat advertising, like the rest 
.of the distribution function, as a cost purely and simply. 
Something, that is, which would make our companies more 
profitable if we could just eliminate it. The truth lies else­ 
where. 
# 
No one today amongst economists or businessmen would 
consider manufacturing as simply a cost. W ithout it there 
would be nothing to sell. So, statistically, in all economic 
measures, the production side of business comes under the 
heading “value added by manufacture.’’ Oddly, the process 
of getting that added manufacturing value to the marketplace 
where, and only where, it assumes some value is called “cost 
of distribution”— with advertising a part of that cost. Far 
more accurate, and less befuddling to our thinking, would be 
“value added by distribution.” 
Without advertising there would be no mass distribution, 
and without mass distribution there Would be little value left 
in the products manufactured. 
But critics of advertising don’t stop simply at deploring its 
abuses. Nor do they say that promotion is ineffective. Tn 
fact, they claim consumers are victims of manipulation, over­ 
looking such obvious cases as the Ed sol which no amount of 
advertising was able to save. 
They go beyond that, terming advertising an economic 
waste on a grand scale. It is anything but that. Actually, ad­ 
vertising is economically superior to any other method devis­ 
ed to oil our distribution machinery. As H. B. Wells, president 
of Indiana University, points out “The social wastes suppos­ 
edly inherent in competitive advertising are small indeed 
when compared with the social losses caused by alternative 
means for achieving consumer choice.” 
The postwar period substantiates that basic defense of ad­ 
vertising. We often hear about the great American salesman', 
and how he is missed today; that too much prosperity has 
left him flabby. The fact is that the boom of tile lust 15 
rears would have been impossible if the economy had depend­ 
ed on salesmen alone. The costs would have been prohibitive; 
distribution on such a mass scale would have sent prices far 
out of reach of most. 
Fortunately, advertising took over much of the saleswork- 
ers’ function. The sales force gained only 9 per cent in the 
1950-60 period, when the economic bloom came into full flow­ 
er. What took up the gap? The fig u re tells the story, B e fo re 
the war advertising amounted to about 2 per cent of personal 
consumption expenditures. By 1950 it had risen to 2.6 per 
cent. Last year it was about 3 per cent, amounting to some 
<11.6 billion. Estimates put the figures at $25 billion by 1970. 
These are big figures. But just imagine the cost if every 
manufacturer would have had to have a sales staff large 
enough to call on a sufficient number of customers to build a 
market anywhere close to the size of today’s m arkets 
At present we are on the threshold of even greater eco­ 
nomic heights as companies spend billions of dollars for re­ 
search to develop new products. Only one drawback can occur: 
lack of markets. 
The job for advertising now takes on enormous propor­ 
tions. Our productive capacity, already huge, will grow as 
new products stream out of our research laboratories. At the 
same time, more and more people will be entering the job 
market. A growing economy, with expanding production, will 
be necessary to maintain the fu’l employment that, in turn, 
can create bigger markets. 
Thug. today more than ever before, advertising's essential 
function of increasing total markets as well as m arkets for in­ 
dividual brands, must be utilized to the utmost 
bv A. Rhett, duPont.

Had 
it not been for a solid core of out- 
state Democrats, including all re­ 
presentatives from Southeast Mis­ 
souri, and Governor Dalton,

with, a 
$300,- 
000 bill for a special session. 
Gov. Dalton worked hard to get 
the redistricting bill through the 
House in the final hours of the ses­ 
sion last Friday. We rather ima­ 
gine that had it not been for his 
efforts, it would have been neces­ 
sary to call a special session to get 
the original proposal enacted into 
law. 
To understand^ and 
appreciate 
his interest and efforts, Missour­ 
ians need to be reminded that a 
chief executive who goes onto tile 
floor of the legislature 
and 
at­ 
tem pt to win converts to some 
plan is jeopardizing his future pro­ 
gram . But Dalton took that risk, 
despite the fact he must get sup­ 
port for another 
legislative pro­ 
gram in just tw'o years, in an ef­ 
fort to eliminate a special session 
and get a redistricting bill enact­ 
ed. 
For his efforts, Missourians owe 
Gov. Dalton a 
special vote 
of 
thanks. 
Metropolitan St. Louis politicians 
are not happy with the present 
plan, whose 
constitutionality will 
undoubtedly be questioned by the 
Republicans in a court battle. The 
St. Louis polis want another co 
gressman. Other city groups want 
a better district for GOP Congress­ 
man Tom Curtis. On the basis of 
population, St. Louis does not in 
any' way deserve another represen­ 
tative to Congress. It may lo years 
from now, and again it may not. 
But at the present time, there is 
no justification whatsoever for an­ 
other St. Louis representative at 
the expense of outstate Missouri. 
And despite GGP criticism, the re­ 
districting committee 
was 
most 
lair with Tom Curtis. They could 
have gerry mandered him out of of­ 
fice completely. The complaint has 
been voiced that the Curtis dis­ 
trict is more Democratic under 
the new plan. What is not said, 
however, is that Curtis' district is 
populated more and more by De 
mocrats as the metropolitan popu­ 
lation shifts to St. Louis County. 
Tom Curtis can’t be protected all 
his life from a growing Democra­ 
tic population in St. Louis Coun­ 
ty. After ail, no Congressional dis­ 
trict is the personal property of 
any politician, whether he be De­ 
m ocrat or Republican. 
Despite tthe fairness of the pre­ 
sent plan, which is the result of 
compromises, there are many who 
want the citizens of this state to 
pay an additional $300,000 for a 
special session. We doubt if such 
a session would change the pre­ 
sent districts very much, if at all. 
The present plan, although not a 
perfect one from Southeast Mis­ 
souri’s point of view, is probably 
the best one which can be devis­ 
ed in the light of necessary com­ 
promises.

Soviet Sector, Berlin: 
• Perm it me a cloak and dagger 
moment. It came late in the aft­ 
ernoon after I had made contact, 
in my own fashion, with some of 
those E ast Germans of courage 
who had fought Russian soldiers 
on 
June 
17, 
1953. 
W’e 
walked 
around the very spot on the Com 
muriate* showcase street, “Stalin 
Alice,” where the brief fighting 
first flared. My companions were 
not furtive ^ today. They spat in 
the direction of a “Vo-Po” (Com­ 
munist Volks 
Polizeli 
and said 
they were ready’ to fight the Rus­ 
sians again — in the hope that 
street rioting in East Berlin would 
trigger a flash fire of insurrec­ 
tion throughout the satellites. 
I told my new friends — who 
were from the locomotive works 
at Henningedorf right outside Ber­ 
lin — that I had just come from 
the 
embattled 
headquarters 
of 
West Berlin Mayor Willy Brandt. 
He is worried, he told me, lest 
N.S. Khrushchev might really seal 
the “ border” 
to 'refugees. 
This 
would bottle up the tension in the 
Communist sector and zone, which 
could burst into ahother revolt— 
and another Hungary and another 
ghastly 
m assacre. 
My 
contacts 
Hcnningsdorf agreed that Khrush­ 
chev 
would 
tanks 
a n d 
machine guns. But they said it 
might be impossible to hold down 
a hungry people, a desperate peo­ 
ple. once they felt the last escape 
route to the free world had been 
plugged with concrete and Red 
soldiers. 
I 
might 
challenge 
the 
word 
hungry, they said. 
They pointed out that though 
the West does not know it, there 
is a ration card system in the 
Soviet 
zone. 
This 
had 
recently 
been renewed for butter, it was 
explained. The allotment now is 
less than a quarter of a pound a 
week for a family of any' size. 
Furthermore, there literally is a 
shortage of bread, m eat, sausage, 
course, fruit. 
So tough is this food supply 
crisis 
now 
that 
some wit 
has 
come up with a gag that has 
made the rounds of miiiions: The 
story goes that the Communist re­ 
gime is distributing a question­ 
naire a>king. “ Do you plan to 
remain in the Zone until 1965? 
If yes, how do you plan to feed 
yourself during this period?” 
There 
was 
derisive 
laughter 
when the subject came up of N.S. 
Khrushchev’s new draft party pro­ 
gram in which Moscow’s theorists 
state that capitalism is doomed. 
One friend pointed backwards to­ 
ward the brilliantly neon lit streets 
of West Berlin, capitalist outpost 
a hundred miles within the So­ 
viet 
bloc. There, out of a work­ 
ing population of 8o0,000. les$ than 
20,000 are jobless. Further west 
in free Germany itself, there are 
less 
than 15,000 unemployed 
out 
of a population of some 54.000,000. 
In fact, 
the 
government 
of 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer has 


stopped taking tax deductions tor 
unemployment insurance. The re­ 
serve is so vast that no moi • 
money is needed. 
As for the .sector of Berlin ly­ 
ing on the other side of nearby 
Potsdamer Plat/ and the Brand­ 
enburg Gate, its capitalist econ­ 
omy .supplies much of the ready 
cash for working people of Com­ 
munist Berlin. There are. for ex­ 
ample, some 65,000 East Berliners 
crossing the line daily to work un­ 
der the same capitalism at which 
chairman 
Khrushchev 
sneers. 
Their average wage is anywhere 
from six to ten times that of sim­ 
ilar workers in the Soviet sector. 
in comparison, if capitalism is 
doomed, why are so few West 
Berliners crossing the line to work 
rn the Soviet plants? 
Only 12,000 West Berliners work 
for “East” employers. Of these, 
some 6,000 never leave West Ber­ 
lin. They are employed by Hie 
S-Bahn, the rapid transit system 
seized and now operated by the 
Communists. 
These 6,000 
really 
live and work in West Berlin, 
but draw their pay from the East. 
Now. of the remaining 6.000, 
some 1,500 are actors, artists and 
performers in the entertainment 
and cultural field. They are real­ 
ly not West Berliners. They are 
highly-paid Communists who have 
the means to live well in the 
West sector. So they live there 
but entertain in Communist cul­ 
tural 
institutions. 
They 
really 
can’t be counted as going from 
W’est to East, though physically 
they 
do. 
This leaves 
4.500. 
A 
breakdown of this group shows 
they are mostly older worker* 
who don’t want to lose their pen­ 
sion and welfare rights in East 
sector plants. 
In other words, the score stands 
at 65,000 E ast Berliners who pre­ 
fer to cross from Communism to 
capitalism each day — but just 
a handful of workers who choose 
freely to go from capitalism t# 
communism. 
This irks the Soviet propagan­ 
dists. There are other instances 
of this preference for free capital­ 
ism. The Soviets, for example, -et 
up a labor* training school for 
Asian-African unionists at Bernau. 
This is some 15 miles from the 
city. A few months ago the Rus­ 
sians closed this union training 
center. It was too close to cap­ 
italism. The Asian-African labor 
men would drive into West Ber­ 
lin and be impressed bv the su­ 
periority of a free society. So the 
Soviets 
closed 
the 
school 
and 
moved it somewhere near Dies- 
den. 
One friend from the Henning*- 
d<uf locomotive works spat again 
on the warped pavement. “All 
this,” he said waving his hand 
at Stalin Allee, “is doomed, not 
this. That’s why he’s starting all 
this trouble.

2. The United States has been 
pledged to back the unification of 
Germany, partly because our close 
friend, Chancellor Adenauer has 
campaigned on this issue 
3. There exists very leal worry

and c^ejitoslov- . a, Asgard mg •.*“ 
emergence »>. a oc.ngerent, ag­

It would be very 
difficult to make the two mesh, 
predominantly Catholic, the East 
two were united, the Protestants 
would control, which automatical­ 
ly would 
kick Adenauer out of 
power. 
The 
United 
States 
has 
been 
working 
nationally 
with 
Catholic forces 
(through local!v 
with many non-Catholics>; so uni­ 
fication would be a serious blow 
to our influence 
So. as far as a separate Rus­ 
sian treaty with East Germany is 
concerned, there's no reason, in 
my opinion, to fight a war over 
it. 
Future German Militarism 
The question of whether Ger­ 
many will ever go on a military 
rampage again is much harder to 
answer. 
Under Germany's pres­ 
ent leaders, the answer definitely 
would be no. 
But men are mortal. The next 
generation’s 
memory 
may 
be 
short. 
There are three groups of men 
in Germany today with varying 
views on Nazism. They are: 
1. The older generation, aged 
t>0 to 70. which served under the 
Wehrmacht Republic, then under 
Hiller, have adjusted themselves 
to change, and give the impres- 
on of being willing to serve un­ 
der any new type of dictator- 
hip. 
2. A middle-age group between 
5 and IJ' which saw the evils of 
Na ism, are dead opposed to at, 
and are becoming the new lead- 
> of Germany. They are also 
•’ h )pe tit German democracy. 
Under them there would be no 


resurgence of militarism. 
3 
The teen-agers and boyg in 
their early twenties who have not 
tasted Nazism, and know not of 
its 
pitfalls. They 
>ee photos of 
their fathers in Nazi uniform on 
the living-room table at home and 
wonder why. if the system was so 
bad. their fathers were members. 
They see the documentary his­ 
tory of Hitler as shown by the 
German government — and the 
government has done a superb 
job of portray mg the evils of Hit- 
lerism. Even so they remain con­ 
fused. 
It is 
this younger generation 
which m ust lead Germany IO to 
20 years from now, and it is over 
their heads that the big question 
mark hangs. 
When I was in Germany in 1951, 
German youth was rebelling at 
the thought of a draft. Almost no 
one liked the idea of building up 
a new German army. But now 
that opposition has 
evaporated. 
The change took place in IO years. 
This may be a significant sign 
of the times. 
A year ago last Christmas, th* 
world was .startled at the display 
of Swastikas in German cities 
In the Spring of 1960 a giant ral­ 
ly 
of 
German 
Sudetenese 
was 
held 
in 
Vienna, 
to 
urge 
that 
Czechoslovakia give the Sudeten- 
land to Germany, it was Hitler’s 
march into the 
Sudeteniand 
in 
1938 that helped bring about World 
War II. 
All this leads to genuine con­ 
cern on the part of Germany's 
neighbors, 
both Communist and 
non-Communist, regarding the fu­ 
ture. It makes them wonder why 
the United States is so determined 
to back both German unification 
and nuclear weapons for the new 
German army.

Here are some tips for freezing 
quick breads, cakes and pies; 
QUICK BREADS 
Quick breads may be frozen be­ 
fore or after baking. 
A. Quick breads that are baked

cause thtey are hard to slice when 
hot, lend themselves well to be­ 
ing frozen after baking. Good ex­

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Wa have heard a great deal dur­ 
ing the past year or two about lay­ 
by applications of weed 
control 
chemicals to control weeds in cot­ 
ton after the cotton is laid by. This 
practice has been used quite ex­ 
tensively in the South, but it has 
not been used too widespread here 
for at least two major reasons. 
One is that we usually do not 
have the late - season weed and 
grass problem that they have in 
the southern states. The other rea­ 
son is that lay-by applications of 
chemicals have been quite expen* 
give since the chemicals had to 
be applied on an overall basis as 
compared to banded treatments 
that have been commonly used in 
this area in the case of pre-emer­ 
gence applications. 
The use of lay-by chemicals in 
cotton .is being recommended by 
the Missouri College of Agriculture 
for the first time this year espec­ 
ially for fields where late season 
weeds and grass creates a pro­ 
blem. This may be the year where

This may be 
the year when several farmers in 
this are qill want to use it due to 
the poor stands of cotton in many 
fields. We all know that when we 
have a uniform stand of cotton 
that is laid by clean and which 
laps well in the middles, the field 
will usually stay free of weeds un­ 
til harvest without the use of a 
lay-by chemical 
in most 
cases. 
With so many skippy stands this 
year, 
however, 
we 
could 
have 
tome 
pretty 
serious 
weed 
and 
grass 
problems 
particularly 
in 
fields where there is an unusual 
weed problem and especial!' if we 
gborid have a lot of rain. 
Either Karmex DL or Karmex

ed as a lay-by treatment. In the 
past, rates have normally varied 
from ooe-half pound of actual ma­ 
terial per acre on sand loam soils 
to 1.75 pounds per acre on heavy 
clay soils.

Their search 
peoole have found that by mixing 
a wetting agent with the Karmex 
son can cut the rate of applica­ 
tion down to one - fourth to one- 
half pound of material tier acre 
and you can wait to apply the Kar- 
mex up until the weeds and grass 
are two inches tall. As you can see. 
this gives you considerable more 
Ie-wav in the time of application, 
and by cutting down on the rate. 
it reduces the cost of the lay-by 
treatment and reduces residue pro­ 
blem. As you probably know*, ap­ 
plying rates th*’ have normally 
bern used have left sufficient re­ 
sidue that small grain or other 
such crops could not be seeded in 
the fall after cotton harvest I un­ 
derstand that these wetting agents 
will be available from some of the 
farm supply house* in this area 


jthis fall, so you might want to try 
it this year. 
As you know, weeds and grass 
• can create a problem in harvest­ 
ing cotton and they can also low­ 
er the quality of your cotton which 
will result in your* receiving a low­ 
er price for it. 
Therefore, I think it would be­ 
hoove every cotton farmer to take 
steps now to lay his cotton by in 
such a way that it 
will remain 
free of weeds and grass. This lay­ 
by treatment might be a good way 
;to solve the problems where stands 
are skippy and especially where 
late season weeds and grasses are 
a problem.

Fields that have been kept out of 
fecd-grain production this year of­ 
fer some special advantages as a 
place to make small grain seedings 
this fall. Alfalfa aud permanent 
pasture 
seedings probably 
will 
take up some acreage on these di­ 
verted fields also. But wheat, win­ 
ter barley, and rye ail will fit in 
well. l-et us look at some of the 
special advantages you m*> have 
on this land 
i 
First, you can plow any 
field 
now' while moisture is available. 
It’s 
been 
common 
knowledge 
among farmers for many years 
that early 
plowing gives 
better 
small grain crops. It helps you 
have an ideal seedbed at planting 


time. This early plowing also will 
give some extra assumuiation of 
plant food and moisture to help the 
new crop off to a good start. 
There can be no grazing or har­ 
vesting on acres diverted 
in the 
Feed Grain Program before next 
January I, without breaking your 
contract. This mean* that you will 
not be able to seed extra early and 
pasture during the fall. It you do 
st'ed so early that the small grain 
joints before winter weather stops 
thfc growth, those plants that joint 
will winter kill. This means your 
time of seeding will need to avoid 
this, but still be made at the time 
that can he expected lo give the 
best yields. 


If you are seeding wheat, there 
seems to be enough 
Hessian fly 
around that it will be wise to ob­ 
serve the fly free date unless you 
are planting one of the fly resist­ 
ant varieties Resistant wheats ara 
Monon, Dual, or Redcoat 
among 
soft wheats. When the Hessian fly 
is no problem, experiment* and 
farmer experience has shown some 
yields advantage when the plant­ 
ing is made a week to IO days be­ 
fore the fly-fre dat. 
Winter barley has given 
best 
grain yields when seeded 
some­ 
where around October 5-10 in our 
area. There should be no trouble 
with winter jointing when 
winter 
barley and rye are seeded around 
these dates. 
Now, let us check 
the 
things 
you may want to do to get this 
small grain seeding made in the 
best shape. 
I. Get a soil test to check your 
fertility needs. In many cases you 
can put fertilizer on when you seed 
Limestone should bt* applied ahead 
of seeding. 
.2. Plow early—just as soon as 
possible now. 
3. Line up your seed 
supply- 
good quality seed of one of the 
recommended varieties. You will 
want to use ‘■eed treatment on bar­ 
ley. especially, and on other grain 
if your fields have a 
history of 
trouble with seedling diseases and 
root rots. 
4 
Work your plowed 
land 
as 
needed to hold down weed growth. 
5. Get wour supply of fertilize" 
on hand that you will be using at 
seeding. Then you will be ready for 
a timely seeding and have the best 
chance for a good crop next year.

Rail Rules Hearings Take 
Slow Train to Settlement

WASHINGTON — <NEA> — The 15-mem ber presidential com­ 
mission to study the lo n g stan d in g ‘ work ru le s ” dispute be­ 
tw een railroad m anagem ent and the five o p eratin g b ro th er­ 
hoods— engineers, firemen, conductors, tra in m e n and switch­ 
m en — bas now shifted to hearing labor s side of th e case after 
fo u r m onths of hearing em ployers. 
It will take till m id-October for the rail unions to p resen t 
their own case and rebut m anagem ent arg u m en ts. It will take 
until th« cud of the y ea r tor the study group to m ake its report. 


FORMER SECRETARY O F LABOR Jam es P. Mitchell started 
out as chairm an of the com m ission. 
W hen he resigned in 
March to run for governor in New Jersey, P re sid en t Kennedy 
nam ed fo rm er Federal Ju d g e Simon ll. Rifkirvd as chairm an. 
The five m anagem ent m em b ers will probably vote one way. 
The five labor m em bers will vote the o th er. T he th e public 
m em bers— two professional labor arbitrators, tw o college pro­ 
fessors and Ju d g e R ilkind— are likely to split 
W hatever report th e com m ission files afte r its year s work 
will then be subm itted to rail m an ag e m en t an d labor for col­ 
lective bargaining. 


TH E ORIGINAL IDEA was that the Presidential Study Com ­ 
mission would be just th at. It would study facts which have 
long been known and try to bring in an independent solution 
But w hen the railroads b ro u g h t in their heavy legal counsel 
for extended hearings and th e brotherhoods fe lt obligated to 
reply in kind, study w as doom ed. 


MANAGEMENT proposes six m ajor work ru les changes 
• Perm it longer runs on la ste r trains for one d a y s pay. 
• Elim inate rules w hich req u ire crew ch an g es at existing 
crew change points. 
• W ipe out rules th a t divide work betw een road crews and 
y ard crews. 
• Let m an ag em en t decide w hen to elim inate firemen on 
diesel locomotives. 
• Allow m anagem ent to d eterm in e the n u m b e r of crew’ 
m em bers required. 
• End rules req u irin g idle stand-by o p eratin g em ployes. 


SPOKESMEN fo r th e operating b rotherhoods make 
five 
counterproposals for m odernizing railway labor conditions, 
• Paw night crews m ore th an day crews. 
• Provide for paid holidays. 
• Pay overtim e for crew m en who work a seven-day week. 
• Pay crew m en for th e ir ‘ away from hom e ' living expenses. 
• Continue the req u ire m en t for firemen on diesels. 
And they oppose paying the average $20 a day for 100-mile 
ru n s if ru n s are extended to ISO or IHG miles on faster trains, 
Rail m anagem ent accuses its labor of hanging on to “ feather; 
b e d ” practices. Rail labor replies that its productivity has in­ 
creased m ore and that th e labor costs on railroads have in­ 
creased less than in o th e r C S. industries. I^ b o r charges that 
half its 200.000 layoffs are due to rail autom ation.
